.Applicants have previously withdrawn claims I, 3-6, L3-64 and 69-71 pursuant to a Restxiction 
Requirement dated December 27, 2004 and cancelled claim 2. Additionally, without admission 
or waiver. Applicants hereby cancel claims 7-12, 65-68 and 72-1 J 1 and adopt Examiner's 
suggestion for allowable claimed subject matter by adding claims 112-131. Support for these 
Amendments to the claim listing may be found in the originally-filed ,specification, claims, and 
figures. No new matter has been introduced by tltese Amendments. Upon entiy of the foregoing 
Amendments, Applicants respectfully request allowance of the pending 20 claims (2 independent 
claims, 20 claims total) in light of tlie following Remarks. 

Preliminarily, the Examiner has provided an exemplaiy independent claim considered to 
distinguish patentably over the art of record. Applicants have added new independent claim 112 
in substamiajly the same form as provided by the Examiner. Accordingly, Applicants recjuest 
allowance of the instant application for patent and tlie claimed subject matter as presently 
recited.

Claims 7-12, 65-68 and 
72- Hi have been canceiled, without admission or waiver, in favor of claims 112-131 
substantially similar in fbim to tlie allowable claim proposed by the Examiner. Accordingly, 
Applicants submit that withdrawal o.f claims 7-12, 65-68 and 72-111 renders these rejectio.ns 
moot and requests withdrawal of any rejections of these claims. 

Specifically, Applicants agree with the Examiner that Simdberg. Ehrfeid, Quake, and/or 
Hillman do not anticipate and/or render obvious the clairaed invention as presently recited In 
claims 112-Bl.

Claims 7-12, 65-68 and 72-111 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the combination of Brody (US 5,922,210) and/or Ehrfeid et al. (US 4,797,21 1) 
and/or Qualce et ai. (US 2004/0248167) and/or HiUman et al. (US 5,204,525). Claims 7-12, 65- 
58 and 72-111 have been cancelled, without admission or waiver, in favor of claims 112-131 
substantially similar in ibnn to the allowable claim proposed by the Examiner. Accordingly, 
.Applicant submits that withdmval of claims 7-12, 65-68 and 72-111 renders these rejections 
moot and requests withdraw^al of any rejectloits of these claitns. 

Specifically, Applicants agree with the Examiner that Brody, Ehrfeid, Qnake, and/or 
Hillman do not aoticipate and/or render obvious the claimed invention as presently recited in 
claims 112-131.
